Strikers Attack Men Who Attempt to 
Displace Them. 


VIOLENCE MARKS THE RENEWAL OF 


THE STEAMBOAT STRIKE. 

A Non-Union Fireman Beaten and Thrown 
Into the River—Fifty Policemen Sent 
to Quell the Disturbance — Capt. 
Mason's Order Against the Federa- 
tion of Labor Causes Trouble. 


The engineers, fremenand roustabouts of 
the Anchor Line have gone out on a strike, 
and the steamer City of St. Louis, advertised 
to leave to-day for New Orleans, 
is tied up at the foot of Ohestnut 
street, and Capt. Keith can not 
tell when he will be able to get her out, as he 
has no crew and only about ten laborers 
to load her, who ip ten hours 
make very little showing in diminishing 
the car loads of freight that is piled up along 
the levee for blocks. Several days 
ago Oapt. Mason, President of the 
Anchor Co., gave orders to the 
commander of each of the Anchor Line 
boats to employ no engineers. who belonged 

to the American Federation of Labor Union. 
As every engineer onthis line are members 
of the wnion they were informed that 
unless they withdrew from the union 
their services were po longer needed. The 
same orders were finally given out to the fre- 
and all of them, sixty in 
have given up their posi- 
tions gather than withdraw from the 
—. Only three engineers withdrew, and 
t might every roustabout joined in the 
— and refused to go to work. 
STONED BACH OTHER. 
Early this morning about seventy- 
five non-union roustabouts marehed 
down Ohestnut street towards the Anchor 
Line wharfboat, but when nearing the Levee 
they were charged upon by the union 
men and volley after volley of stones were 
poured into them and they were compelied 
to fall back two blocks from the iriver, be- 
ing followed by the union men who never 
ceased hurling rocks and bricks at 
them until the crowd had dis- 
persed. The police were at breakfast at the 
time, but learning of the trouble, ufty officers 
were detailed to the levee to abate the distur- 
bance and protect the property ofthe In- 
chor Line Co. Laterthis morning Theodore 
McCann, and engineer on the steamer Mon- 
roe, withdrew from the union and agreed to 
take the City of st. Louis out, but when a 
non-union fireman started aboard he was 
met at the foot of the gang plank by three 
union men, who proceeded to give hima se- 
vere thumping and during the scuffle he was 
thrown from the gang plank into the 
river, but as the water was only about three 
‘ feet deep he walked out and ran down 
the Levee for some distance and disappeared. 
Twenty-five police have been -stationed 
atthe footof Chestnut street, oneon each 
gang plank and two on the wharfboat 
where the Steamer City of St. Louis 
is being loaded. The union fire- 
men, engineers and roustabouts have 
congregated on the Levee front between 
Obestnut and Markét streets, and as they are 
quiet, refuse to be dispersed. 
THE STRIKERS’ VERSION, 

Said the head engineer of the City of St. 
Louis Me are not to blame in this mat- 
ter, and Capt. Mason ean lay his loss upon no 
one but himself. The engineers are paid $120 
per month and we are satisfied with our sal 
ary, but we do not propose to pull out 
of the American Federation Labor Union, and 
after we were informed that we 
would have to withdraw or resign, 
we chose the latter, and the firemen and 
rousta bouts followed us out, asthey belong to 
branches ot the tame union. Capt. Mason 
is endeavoring to break the unſon up and we 
will then be compelled to work for 
ust what we can get.

Men of Great Ambition Who Have Made

CALL FOR ADMIRAL AMMEN. 

The report of the Committee on Rules 
and Regulations was then made, 
adopting the rules governing Con- 
gress. A motion was made and car- 
ried limiting speeches to ten minutes, Blair 
of Ohio asked tora suspension of the rules 
that he might move that a committee 
be appointed to call upon Admiral Ammen of 
the United States Navy, who was in the city, 
and whohad veena memberof the Paris 
Council, and request him to address the con- 
vention.

That the Congress of the United States is 
hereby requested to give such financial assist- 
ance to said Maritime Ship Canal of 
Nicaraugua, as shall be necessary to secure 
the speedy completion of the same, and that 
this shall be so done that the Government 
shall be made secure. 

Rresolved, That inasmuch as it is made 
to appear to the convention that 
in order to successfully prosequte the work at 
this time pending the action—of Congress. 
without floating any loan in foreign coun- 
tries, said company has issued 5,000,000 of 6 
per cent bonds payable at the end of five 
years at the option of the company and that 
the interest thereon has been aranteed by 
the Manhattan Trust Co. of New York, and 
that purchasers of said bonds will receive as 
a bonus an amount of the full paid stock of 
said company equal to twepty (20) percen- 
tum of the amount of their purchase. 

Now be it therefore resolved, That this 
convention recommend said bond purchase 
to the American people as a wise and safe in- 
vestment.

It was moved to take upand consider the 
resolutions section by section. There was 
objection made by McAdam of Missouri to 
sending a committee to the convention of 
the political parties asking that the canal be 
recommended. The resolution was defended 
by Estee of California and others, while sev- 
eral delegates considered it undignified for 
the convention to address political conven- 
tions. The resolution was amended in such a 
manner as to authorize the appointment ofa 
committee of ive to each convention, and so 
adopted. 


SPEAKER KEIFER’S RESOLUTION. 

Ex-Speaker Kiefer of Ohio then presented the 
following resolution which was unanimously 
adopted:

He said that the 
committee had no desire of pressing uponthe 
convention individual views, but he must 
call attention to the fact that money was 
required to construct the canal. Bonds to 
the amount of $5,000,000 had been issued, and 
the interest guaranteed for five years. If 
this resolution was true, it was pertinent, if 
itiwas not true, there was no use in con- 
tinuing this convention. The belief was that 
the canal could be constructed, and if this 
were so the Investment was good. This com- 
pany had aided in making the survey and 
was worthy of support. Frank of Missouri 
strongly oppose the resolution 
stating that the convention had been called 
to recommend the enterprise, not to indorse 
companies and advise investors. Such a 
resolution would divert attention from the 
real object of convention.

ADDIRAL AMMEN INTRODUCED. 

Capt. Me of California announced that 
Rear Admiral Ammen, who was in the hall, 
had paid much attention to the question of 
interoceanic communication, and he moved 
that the Admiral beinvited to address the 
meeting, which prevatied.

Rear Admiral Ammen replied that the 
Paris Con ss seemed to have been deter- 
mined in favor of the Panama project. But 
the speaker then expressed his 
views as to the impracticability 
of the Hanama scheme, and the history of 
that enterprise seems fully to have justified 
that opinion so early expressed,

Admiral Ammen: Ihave.

Question: Have you any doubt as to the 
practicability of getting the work done within 
the estimates of the engineers as a commer- 
cial or business proposition?’’ 

Admiral Ammen: ‘‘Ihave no doubt what- 
ever if the money is expended intélligently 
and honestly. Since the work is of the utmost 
importance to our mercantile interests, and 
specially so as to our military ſaterests, I 
think that Government should specially 
favor the company undertaking the work. 

The following was adopted. 

That the Hon. Warner Miller and Admiral 
Ammen be Invited to become honorary mem- 
bers of this convention, and that they be re- 
quested to take seats on the platform.

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DESCRIPTION OF THE CANAL, 


Some of the Physical Conditions of the 
Route Traversed. 


Briefly, then, the distance from Greytown 
upon the Atlantic coast to Brito, upon the 
Pacific, is 170 miles, of which, however, a 
little less than twenty-seven miles s actual 
canal in excavation; the remaine / of the 
distance is free navigation in the San Juan 
River, in Lake Nicaragua itself, and in basins 
formed by flooding the valleys of several 
smaller streams, such as the Deseado 
and San Francisco upon the East- 
ern side and the. Rio Grande and 
the Tola on the Western. But the key 


ofthe situation, and the one t whith 
renders it possible to bulld the canal and 
operate ir successfully, is found in the lake 
itself, which is an d sea, something like 
100 miles long and fifty miles wide, and vary- 
ing in depth to 240feet. This lake, Dy re. 
ceiving the waters which come down from 
the mountains into this at reservoir, pre- 
vents any sudden flood, and therefore, re- 
moves all danger to the canal from any ex- 
cessive flow which otherwise would occur. 
The outlet of the lake is the River San Juan, 
which, however, has two or three 
rapids that can now only be 
passed by steamers at high water; 

But the river itself is from thirty to 130 feet 
indepth. Thereis to-day plying upon the 
waters of Lake Nicaraguaa steamer which 
was built at Wilmington, Del. The vessel 
steamed to Greytown, was taken up the 
river, and has been doing the entire tradin 
business upon that lake for eight years. Tha 
steamer, when it lies at what would de the 
beginning of the canal on the west side, is 
only twelve miles from the Pacific Ocean, 
and fromthe masthead, if there be a mast 
upon it, the Pacific Ocean could be readily 
seen. 

Allthe surveys and plans of the United 
States Government were based upon follow- 
ing the River San Juan throughout its whole. 
course and rendering it navigable by remov- 
ing the oo and building several dams and 
locks. hilst this plan was undoubtedly 
possible, the company conceived the idea 
that they could abandon the lower San Juan 
for the first twenty-five miles, where it is 
very crooked and spreads out in several chan- 
nels over what is really a delta, such asis 
found at the mouth of the Nile and of the 
Danube. After careful and painstaking sur- 
veys, a route was found striking directly from 
Greytown across the lowlands, following the 
valley between the hills to a point called 
Ochoa, on the San Juan River, and which 
saved at least thirty miles in distance over 
that involved by following the river In all of 
its windings. 

For the first ten miles from Greytown the 
line runs directly across low ground, raised 
but little above the sea. Here the canal will 
be made entirely by dredging, which is now 
in progress. The soil is composed entirely of 
sand and clay that is easy to work, and 
maintains its slopes after it has been worked. 
The end of this section brings us to the first 
lock, and then the next three and one-half 
miles include the ~ locks with their 
dams and raise the canal to 
the level of Lake Nicaragua. From the 
divide cut the canal traverses basins which 
are created by damming the streams which 
flow across the line and whose ers are 
flooded. Through these basius there is little 
excavation to be done. Some gaps in the 
foot-hills have to be closed by dams and em- 
bankments. Just beyond the third lock 
there is one of the most difficult parts of the 
undertaking-the rock cut difficult because 
of the length of time required. This cuttin 
is between two and three milesin length and 
averages about 140 feet in depth, but much 
of the material taken out willbe used in the 
construction of other parts of the canal. 

The canal goes intothe San Juan River at 
Octoa and from that point to the lake, a dis- 
tance of sixty-four miles, there is free navi- 
gation, tne river being of a width for the 
largest streamers to pass and repass each 
other at full speed without danger. The 
rapids will be deeply submerged and the 
canal willenter Lake N 1 — at San Carlos. 
Beyond this point some d will be done 
in soft mud to t the requ depth and 
after that it is clear sailing to the point where 
the canal leaves the lake, a Gistance of fifty- 
six miles.

A DELUGE OF RAIN FLOODED THE CITY LAST 
BIGHT. 


DeTroIT, Mich., June 8.—For several days 
past rain has fallen at intervals, but last 
night it began to pour down and 
within one hour 32.10 inches had 
been precipitated in this city. 
It is still raining, the precipitation

THIS ART IS GREWSOME. 


The Demand for Tattooed Human Skin 
—It Brings Good Prices. 


From the New York Advertiser. 

The finding of an unknown man floating in 
the Delaware River off Fairmount avenue 
at Philadelphia, led to the discovery of a 
most grewsome trade practiced by one of the 
discoverers of the body. The dead man bore 
upon bis arm some perfect specimens of the 
tattooer’s art, and Jacob Zizrachi, a Syrian, 
who assisted in the recovery of the body, ap- 
plied for that portion of the cuticle of the left 
arm which bore an admirable representation 
of the cruci on. In the representation of 
this piece of work the artist showed a master 
hand. Every detail was perfect. 

This was what most attracted the atten- 
tion of Zigrachi, and ihe begged and pleaded 
with the keeper of the morgueto giue him the 
strip of cuticle covered by thejpicture. He 
even offered $10 for it, and when told that he 
could not have it withoutan order from the 


Coroner he stormed and raved, declaring it 
to be rightfully his, anyway, because he had 
assisted in the recovery of the body. The 
keeper 8 told him to call at the morgue 
again, and that he would in the meantime 
speak to the Coroner in regard to the matter. 

He being piled with questions as to what he 
pro ed to do with the strip of tattooed 
cuticle after he got it, Zizrachi said that in 
Morocco, where he passed the greater part of 
his life, there were many dealers in curios 
who would give him from $40 to $100 for such 
things, according tothe artistic finish of the 

icture. He had made hundreds of dollars 

trading with these merchants, and had 
learned the secret of properly preparing the 
skin for framing. 

The cuticle is first carefully dried and 
tanned, and is then treated with a peculiar 
solution of poisonous drugs, which has the 
effect of bringing into boid relief the pigments 
used in tattooing. It is afterward pressed 
between two plates of glass and allowed to 
stand for amonthor so, after which it is 
framed and placed on sale. Many prominent 
citizens of the larger cities of the Orient, the 
Syrian stated, had the walls of their houses 
decorated with these objects. 3 

In some parts of Arabiayaccording to his 
statement, the sheiks o rtain tribes al- 
ways had their own ts tattooed upon 
their backs. After the death of one of them 
the cuticle bearing the portrali was care- 
fully cut away and prepared according to the 
usual process and reverently carried from 
place to place bythe bereaved tribe. Ziz- 
rachi said that the picture on the arm of the 
drowned man at the morgue would be worth 
$50 to $60 to him.

Remarkable Electrical Discovery. 


From the Detroit Free Press. 

A most remarkable discovery adapted toa 
wide field of usefulness is reported. The in- 
ventor is one Tesia, a young Montenegrin 
who has lived some years in this country and 
been an enthusiastic student of electrical 
laws and phenomena. If the reports are to 
be credited he has discovered some method 
of carrying the electric current from one 
point to another without any conductor. In 
an experiment conducted before some of the 
leading English scientists he stood between 
two plates, one on each side ofa room, 
which were connected not with one another. 
but witha battery which supplied electric 
waves which are described as nearly identi- 
cal with light waves. No connection exists 
between the plates. When the current is 
turnedon the experimenter holding an in- 
candescent lamp shows that there is a pas- 
sage ofthe current between the plates 
through the atmosphere because the lamp 
becomes lighted as soon as it comes into the 
line between the plates. In another experi- 
ment he causes the current to pass through 
wood or brick or stone as light passes through 
a window pane. 

Thus far the experiments have been made 
simply to satisfy the studious and curious; 
but it is not difficult to see that if there is no 
deception the new discovery has an enormous 
commercial value. Asthe current passes, it 
is said, without any obstruction through the 
densest fog it would be invaluable as a means 
of signaling at sea.

New Yorn, June 8.—Richard Oroker, Tam- 


many’s chieftain, was quoted as saying that 
he believed that Senator Hill was the coming 
man and would be nominated and elected. 
This was at the end of an interview in which 
Mr. Oroker defined the position of Tammany 
as to the National Convention and criticised 
the action of the Democracts who made up 
the Syracuse Convention.

Mr. Croker was asked what course Tam- 
many would pursue at the National Uonven- 
tion; He said Tammany’s delegation would 
vote for Senator Hill. It has been instructed 
to do so by the State Convention and it would 
De dishonorable on its part not todoso. Mr. 
Croker was then asked whatthe Tammany 
organization would do in the event of Mr. 
Cleveland’s nomination. 

‘*‘Tammany will give him its most loyal 
support, of course. Why, what else would it 
do? Everybody ought to know that we would 
do that. If we did not we would not be Dem- 
ocrats. We would read ourselves out of the 
Democratic party and make ourselves Re- 
publicans.’’ 

It is reported that Chairmar Murphy of the 
Democratic State Committee has summoned 
the delegates elected to Chicago by the Feb- 
ruary Convention to meet him at the Hoft- 
man House next Tuesday. It is said that he 
intends to emphasize the instructions given 
them at the convention regarding the sup- 
port of Hill for the Presidency. The call 
simply announces to consult on matters 
pertaining to the delegates’ work at Chicago.’’ 
The consultation is supposed to be the 
purpose of framing a line of action in regard 
to the Syracuse contestants and to appoint 
committees and speakers to appear before 
the National Committee to argue the claim cf 
the regular delegation. The delegation was 
to have left the State June 17, but in view of 
the fact that the contestants are to go on the 
16th a new date will be set or else a special 
committee will leave a few days before.

IN HOT PURSUIT. 


Officers in Chase of the Santa Fe Train 
Robbers. 


ARKANSAS CiTr, Kan., June 8.—Some fresh 
detalls have been received here with regard 
to the robbery of the Santa Fe train on 
Wednesday night, An Indian just arrived in 
the city says that he met on the road leading 
from the Cherokee strip into the Iowa and 
Kickapoo reservations six men, all on horses 
that seemed tired. A party consisting of 
some determined men, under the leadership 
of William Tilghman, left this city last night. 


They are well armed, and intend to run the 
robbers down if it is possible. One ofthe of- 
ficers who started out after the Red Rock 
train robbers at daylight this morning, re- 
turned for more help, and a dozen more; 
deputy United States marshals and sheriffs 
went ck with him at once. The robbers 
went west from Red Rock toward the broken 
country in the west endof the Strip. They 
had a confederate who boarded the train at 
Arkansas City with a ticket for Red Rock to 
make sure the train would stop there. If 
any of the Daltons are in the gang there are 
rewards for each of them aggregating $2,500 
and the officers will make a desperate effort 
to bring them in dead or alive. 

The Santa Fe has offered a reward of $500 
for the capture ofeach person concerned in 
the train robbery. 


DOUBLE MURDER AFD SUICIDE. 
BENTON, Ill., June 8.—The tidings of a 
double murder and suicide reached this city 
lastnight from Weedmore, a village in the 


northeastern part of the county. Jealousy 
caused the triple crime. F. Foster and Moses 
Taylor occupied adjoining farms and did not 
got along well together. Taylor suspected 
that Foster had been paying attentions to Mrs. 
Taylor and was enraged in consequence. Yes- 
terday afternoon he met Foster on the road 
near the village and warm words passed be- 
tween them. Taylor had his revolver and 
shot Foster, but did not kill him outright. 
Seeing that he was still alive, he took an ax 
and dealt him a blow on the head. Death re- 
sulted three hours afterward. Mrs. Taylor 
ran to 7oster’s house for protection, but her 
enrageh husband followed ber and shot her 
killing her 27 Taylor then completed 
his bloody work by blowing out his own 
brains. The Taylors leave four young chil- 
aren. Foster was unmarried and lived with 
his mother. 


LYNCHED A BRUTE. 
PORT. JERVIS, N. I., June 8.—Bob Jackson, 
a negr» aged 22, was lynched here last night 
for assaulting Lena McMahon, daughter of 
John McMahon, yesterday afternoon on the 


outskirts of the village near the banks of the 
Neversink River. After the outrage Jackson 
fied, leaving his victim unconscious. A posse 
startec in pursuit and he was captured at 
Cuddebackvilie, abont nine miles from Port 
Jervis. He was brought back to Port Jervis, 
where he was taken in charge by a mob 
which had collected, and strung up to a tree. 
On his way back from Cuddewackville Jack- 
son confessed, and it is stated implicated 
William Foley, a white man, who he claimed, 
had conspired to ruin Miss McMahon. Foley, 
it is stated, has been paying attention to the 
girlagainst the wishes of her parents.

NOT MISS SULLIVAN. 


9 Peter MeCreech Claimed Last Night He 


Was Shot By a Man. 


HE NOW ALLEGES THAT HIS FIRST 
STATEMENT WAS UNTRUE. 


The Injured Man Admits That Miss Sul- 
livan Did the Shooting—Eye- Witnesses 
Corroborate This Version of the Affair 
—MocOreech Was Married When He 
First Met His Assailant. 


Peter McCreech, Who was shot by Maggie 
Sullivan lastevening on Finney avenue, be- 
tween Vandeventer avenue and Sarah street, 
was reported to de improving this 
morning, but he is very weak 
from the shock and loss of biood. 
A very sensational story was in circulation 
inthe neighborhood this morning, to the 
effect. that McOreech was shot by a friend of 
Miss Sullivan and that she was also shot 
by some unknown person seen on 
the spot at the time of the 


tragedy. This was given weight by a state- 
ment made last night by McOreech while 
his wounds were being dressed 
at his home, 4027 Fairfax avenue. When 
Archie Dickson, the 13-year-old boy, called on 
him last night and told him a man wanted 
to see him on Cook avenue, and he said he 
thought it was the foreman of 
the Lindell Railway Co. he hurried to 
the place, thinkinga blockade had occurred 
on the road, and that he would be asked to 
take out an extra car, being a motorman 
onthe line. When he reached the spot on 
Cook avenue where he was told to call, he 
said, he met Miss Sullivan and she seemed 
to be very angry. He also saw two men 
standing near, he said, and they looked very 
threatening. Miss Sullivan asked him to 
take a walk, but he said he refused to go, 
Stating that he was a married man and 
would not be seen after dark with young 
women. At this, he stated, she drew 
away from him, and fearing trouble from 
her and the men near by, he started to run 
home over the vacant lot. He 
claims that he heard a man’s 
voice say „Take that, and he felt 
a blow on the back ofthe neck. As he fell to 
the ground he heard a shot and felta pafh 
in his right elbow. This morning 
he said the story he told last night was not 
true and that he was quite sure the young 
woman shot him. 
STATEMENTS OF EYE-WITNESSES. 

The only eye witnesses to the tragedy or 
rather the persons nearest the scene at the 
time are said to be J. Cannon, a 
conductor on the Washington ave- 
nue line, and Mrs. Todd of 
Sarah street and Finney avenue, who were 
walking home at the time. Both say they 
saw a girl running after a man and 
saw two flashes of a revolver. The man 
fell and the girlstopped. Herosetc his feet 
again and staggered across the street. The 
girl stopped and then another flash was seen 
in the dark as she dropped on the embank- 
ment of the vacant lot across the 
street in front of 420 Finney ave- 
nue. McCreech, it is said, apparently 
not aware of the blood flowing from his 
wounds, joined the small crowd that ran to 
the girl and gazed into her face 
amoment. He then turned and hurried 
home on the next block, making a short cut 
through a vacant lot. As he reached 
the door he became unconscious and fell. 
After many inquiries in the neighborhood no 
one was found who would say they saw any 
one on the scene of the tragedy when it oc- 
curred besides the girl and McCreech. 

CAUSE OF THE SHOOTING. 

The tragedy of last night, itseems, was not 
altogether unexpected to several observant 
empioyes of the Lindell railway who knew 
McCreech and the girl. McCreech came here 
three years ago from Boston, where he left 
his wife, and met Miss sullivan who is said to 
have known her lover was married. They be- 
cume very intimate and two years ago it 
is said she threatened him. He left St. ulis 
and went to Boston, but returned abdut 
eight months ago with bis wife and secured a 

sition as motorman on the Lindell road, 
tis not known whether he renewed his ac- 
uaintance with the 8 lady or not. 
everal weeks ago she was seen about 
the car stables, walking up and do 
with her hand in her dress 
pocket, wearing a very determined 
look. Trouble was looked for then. Yester- 
day she again made her appearance, and 
as she patrolled the corners of Finney and 
Vandeventer avenues she watched the cars. 

Failing to see McCreech on the cars she 
evidently made up her mind to see him last 
night, and devised the plan of calling him 
from his home and shooting him, and then 
Killing herself. 

M’CREECH’S CONDITION DANGEROUS. 

Dr. F. V. L, Brokaw, physician of the Lin- 
dell Railway, was called to attend McCreech 
last night a few minutes after 
the shooting. He found the wounded 
man Dleeding to death. The bullet from the 
girl’s revolver struck McCreech as he was

in two places before striking him behind 
the right ear. The missile plowed thrugh his 
head and emerged atthe point of the left 
eye or the dridge of the nose. The other bul- 
let, Which was fired while McCreech was 
down, cut through his~elbow, but broke 
no bones. The. frst bullet cut 
several arteriesand large veins leading to 
the jugular vem. He would have bled to death 
in a short while, but for the prompt- 
ness of Dr. Brokaw who made an incision in 
the neck and tied e ruptured canals. 
The chances of recovery are very 
slight. It is not: known whether 
the brain was touched by the bullet, but its 
course would indicate that it had. 

The body of Miss Sullivan lies on a slab 
in the morgue awalting the Coroner’s 
inquest which will be held to-morrow. The 
bullet which ended her life entered at the 
right temple and lodged at the base of the 
skull on the leit side going completely 
through her brain. 

18S SULLIVAN’S FAMILY. 

The parents ofthe dead woman are long 
deceased and a sister, Mrs. Kate

says that she knows of no reason why her sis- 
ter would have committed last night’s crime. 
She dia not know McCreecbh,

mention his name. None of the family had 
ever heard that the dead girl had 
had a love affair, and do not think 
that she was goade to the 
deed by ruined chastity. She was y 
years old and, though large, had all the 
manners of a girl. Her sister says that 
she was of a very quiet disposition 
and sometimes subject to fits of melancholy. 
Her relatives saw very little of her

Her brother, John Sullivan, a hide dresser 
living at Lucas avenue, was making 
preparations for the funeral and could not be 
seen.

We Can Stand on the Very Threshold Over 
Which Priam and Hector Walked. 


Prehistoric Times in Egypt and Palestine, in North

Now we can stand on the very threshold 
over which Priam and Hector walked. We 
can see the jewels that may havé adorned 
Helen or Adromache. We can see and handle 
the very double cap of Nestor, and can recox- 
nize the inlaid work of the shield of Achilles, 
and can walk in the halis of Agamemnon.

IRON TRADE, 


Dead Level of Dull Menotony in Quo- 
tations. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 8.—In its weekly re- 
sume ofthe condition of the iron and ore 
trade the Jron Trade Review says: 

The iron market plods on in a way that 
has long been wearisome. What variation 
there is from the monotony of quotations 
that ought to surprise, but do not, is in the 
expectations centering in the June 1 furnace 
report. Productive capacity has had some 
limitations put on it in May that have as- 
sisted notably inthe reduction of stocks. 
From Ashland the ore movement is largely of 


tonnage covered in connection with the 
heavy sales of last winter, and wild 
charters are not plentiful. whus far the 
course of the freight market has been close in 
line with that of lastyear.

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Four Hundred Killed by the Bohemian 
Mine Disaster. 


‘PRESSED BY THE MANAGERS. 


Only Charred and Unrecognizable Rem- 
nants Recovered— Work Impeded by 
Dangerous Gases—Government Aid In- 
voked—Fatal Wreck on a Pennsylva- 
nia Road—Killed at a Crossing. 


PRAGUE, June 8.—Owing to the great ex- 
citement that prevailed when it was known 
that the fire that broke out Tuesday night in 
the silver mine near Prisbram had caused 
the death of a number of the miners, many 
contradictory statements were made as to 
the number of those who perished. One of 
the first reports had it that forty had been 
killed, Now, however, that the excitement 
has died out to a great extent and inquiry has 
been made among the survivors, it is esti- 
mated that fully 400 of the employes lost their 
lives in the disaster. Among those who were 
Killed were five students from the mining 
academy, who were studying the workings of 
the mine to gain a practicai knowledge of 
mining operations. 

Gas continued to formin great volumes in 
the mine and the Maria shaft is so filled with 
it that the volunteers who are seeking to re- 
cover the bodies are greatly hampered in 
their work. In fact, it is thought now that it 
will be a fortnight before all the bodies will 
be taken out. Large trenchesare being dug 
in the church yards, in which the dead will 
be buried. Those trenches are large enough 
to hold 850 bodies. 

Many of the bodies recovered were almost 
completely destroyed, only a few fragments 
sufficient to fill a child’s coffin remaining. 
Many affecting scenes have been witnessed 
when persons who have lost relatives have 
sought to identify the charred and mutilated 
remains by fragments of clothing that are 
sometimes burned tothe flesh. Many of the 
dead will never be identified, and this adds to 
the sorrow and mourning that is so general 
throughout the district. 

Every effort is being made by the authori- 
ties toalleviate the distress of the sufferers 
andtotide them over until they are in a 
measure able to provide for themselves. The 
bodies will be buried at the expenseof the 
State, and it is thought that the Government 
will be represented at the funeral by some 
high official. 

The motion made in the lower house of the 
Austrian Reichsrath to have the Imperial 
Government ald the sufferers is very fayora- 
bly commented upon, as is also the proposal 
toerecta monument as a memorial to the 
four brave miners who lost their lives while 
trying to save their companions. 

Much unfavorable comment is heard con- 
cerning the action of the mine managers in 
suppressing information as to the number of 
men in the mine atthe time of the fre. The 
managers claim that this was done without 
their orders, and that they have no wish to 
suppress the facts. A full list of the men em- 
ployed is being prepared, so that by deduct- 
ing the number rescued the full extent of the 
calamity may be known. 

In the meantime relays of workmen are 
employed night anddayin tryingto pene- 
trate the galleries where the imprisoned 
miners must have fledatthe alarmof fire. 
Progress is necessarily slow, asthere must be 
new openings made to release the inflamma- 
ble gases. Every hour adds its share of 
mangled corpses, which aretaken from the 
accessible workings of the mine. 


STEAMBOAT SUNK, 


THE JOHN MATTHEWS WRECKED ON A BRIDGE 
PIER. 


VAN Buren, Ark., June 3.—The steamer 
John Matthews struck a pier in the Van 
Buren bridge this morning at 12:30 o’clock 
andisa complete wreck in every respect. 
The river has been rising rapidly for two or 
three days and the current between the piers 
is very swift. She hadturned into the bank 
to wait for the draw to be turned and as she 
steamed out seemed to be unable to gain 
control over herself so as to straighten her-

A STORM’S FATAL WORK, 


FOUR CHILDREN KILLED AND MUCH DAMAGE 
DONE. 


SCRANTON, Pa., June 8.—A terrible thunder- 
storm played havoc through Lackawanna 
County last bight. It began in the early 
evening and continued until 8 o’clock this 
morning. Three boys and one girl were 
struck by lightning. Two were Killed out- 
right and the others fatally injured. When 
the storm first came up two Polish boys, 
Joseph and Casmir Choniczky, were caught 
beneath a large oak tree in South Scranton. 
Casmir was part of the way up the tree 
while Joseph was standing beneath when 
the lightning struck. Joseph was instantly 
killed and Casmir was set on fire by the 
electric fuld. He caught on one of the limbs 


of the tree and was frightfully burned before 
aid could reach him. e died this morning. 
In the Hyde Park section a 38-year-old son of 
Sylvester Arnold was struck and his. injur- 
jes are regarded as fatal. At Elmhurst 
seven miles east of this — * a girl named 
Andrews, while seeking shelter under a tree, 
was killed by a thunderbolt. Heavy land- 
slides occurred on the Delaware & Hudson 
and the Ontario & Western roads which de- 
iayed trains until this morning.

ROMANCE OF AN HOSPITAL PATIENT. 


A Jealous Brother Responsible for Her- 
man Swartz’s Epilepsy. 

Last Saturday afternoon an unknown man 
was brought to the dispensary in an uncon- 
scious condition. He had been taken with 
an epileptic fit while ona public street, and 
was in a state of utter collapse when rescued 
by a patrolman. The violent spasms 
to which the man had suc- 


cumbed had com pletely exhausted 
him and it was with great difficulty 
that he was resuscitated bythe attending 
physicians, When fully revived he gave his 
name as Herman Swartz. He said that he 
was 85 years old and a native of Germany. 
Stimulants were given the man and he was 
removed to the City Hospital. 

The pecullar circumstances surrounding 
Swartz’s case make it one of considerable in- 
terest to the medical fraternity, but the story 
of his affliction is doubly et we gm 

Herman Swartz wasa robust and healthy 
man eight yearsago. His parents were con- 
sidered to be in comfortable circumstances 
by their townsmenin the little German vil- 
lage in which they lived, and Herman would 
probably have prospered with them had not 
an unforeseen misfortune overtaken him. 

There were two children in the Swartz fam- 
ily, Herman and an elder brother. His 
brother had been betrothed to one of the vil- 
lage girls from childhood, and he was court- 
ing her jealously until the time should 
come when it had been agreed they should 
be married. When it was discovered that 
Herman had also been paying attentions to 
the girl his brother’s anger knew no bounds, 
even his parents began to grow cold towards 
Herman. Then,in deflance, he courted the 
girl openly and won her heart. But his 
brother was resolved not to be go easily oust- 
ed after so many years of patient 
waiting, and one day shot him from 
behind, The story was given out 
that the shooting was accidental and not one 
suspected thetruth. The bullet, which had 
pierced the back of the skull and lodged on 
the brain, was removed, and after several 
months Herman had apparently recovered. 
His brother in the meantime had regained 
the affections of his former love and had 
married her. Bidding his parents an angry 
adieu, Herman came to this country. 

He was not long here, however, before his 
present terrible affliction appeared. The 
operation performed in Germany had left a 

rtion of the skull pressing upon the

DR. ADAMS UNFOLDS HIS PLAN FOR A

Cities of the West—The Details. 


New Tonk. June 3.—The Empire State Ex- 
press which files from New York to Buffalo ts 
soon to be entirely eclipsed by an electric ex - 
press travelligg at thunderbolt speed overs 
road as straight as an arrow, if the story be 
not a dream which Dr. Wellington Adams un; 
folded last night to the members of the Elec- 
tric Club, This wonderful train of the future, 
according to Dr. Adams,is torun between 
St. Louis and Chicago and in comparison with 
it all ot the present thunderbolt and Ught- 
ning vestibuled expresses will fade into the 
insignificance of way trains, fit only for 
third-class trafic. 

The tremendous speed of the new rallroad 
isnottheonly curious feature. The shape 
and nature of its cars, the track, the road- 
bed, the mode of propulsion, ali are equally 
curious to those who have been accustomed 
to steam railroads, and not the least curious 
thing about the whole scheme is the calcula: 
tion which Dr. Adams made, to the effect~ 
that one-tenth of all the visitors to the 
World's Fatr are expected to pay $) aplece 
for a round-trip on the road. 

Ihe plan of the road was suggested to me 
while in Europe last year, the Doctor sald, 
‘‘and my original plan was to run it from 
New York to Boston. After returning to 
America, [ investigated this route and found 
it to be impracticable for high speed anda 
straightaway and level track because of the 
great number of towns on the way and 
the hilly nature of the country. Be- 
tween Ohicago and St. Louls we found 
the conditions to be perfect. We have 
surveyed an air line, an absolutely straight 
line between the two cities, and the distance 
is 248 miles. By the Chicago & Alton road it 
is 282 miles, and by the Wabash it Is still 
further, Our route lies between these routes 
and is thirty-four miles shorter than the Al- 
ton. Wehave already acquired over 60 per 
cent of the right of way and will soon have 
the rest. The road will cost $6,000,000 and 
will bein operation when the World’s Fair 
opens. For 200 miles of the distance the 
country is as flat as the surface of a billlard 
table. Our maximum grade will not exceed 
two feet in 100, and that will occur at only 
two points, in Madison County. At present 
there are 1,200 through passengers between 
Chicago and St. Louis on the railroads, and 
transportation of the through mails costs 
$105,000 per annum. We expect to transport 
8,000,000 World's Fair visitors at $5 apiece for 
the round trip. 

We will have two central stations on the 
line—one at Wilmington or Fairbury, III., 
and the other at Edinburg. At the latter wa: 
have bought a coal mine and at Wilmington 
there is a 10,000-horse power waterfall which 
we will lease so we can furnish our power at 
anominalcost. We will divide the road into 
four sections or equal circuits. At first we 
will build two heavy tracks for through ex- 
press trains, They will travel at the average 
rate of 100 milesan hour and will make no 
stops.
